THE BUTLEa-CAMPBELL ATFAIB IN EGYPT.

After we had dined and on iiasslng out we saluted, 
in the politest m anner possible, .Mr. Butler, the 
Consnl General of the United States, who was din­ 
ing In the sam e saloon. 
We liaa all passed into the 
street when the Consul General, Mr. Butler, called 
repeatedly to Major Campiicll, In the m ost ex tra­ 
ordinary w d offensive m anner. The Major turned 
lotyards Mr. BuUer t->1éérTi tíié cause of his trouble, 
Vnd asked why he addressed him In so offensive a 
m anner. The consul said to him, "I wish to see 
you, sir,” and, rielag from iiis chair, rnshed upon 
the Major. infllcUng blowe, which were returned. 
At the outset, and before Bntler had left his scat, a 
man by the nam e of Wadlelgh, the companion and 
employe of the (fonsul, seated near him at Hi- .same 
table, rose sliniiltan^ously with him, draw lug his 
pistol at the same lim e and exclaim ing, "liet us 
commence the work i” or words to th at effect, and 
Instantly began firing at the Major, the Consul ex- 
cliilmlng. “liive U to him, W a d l e l g h I t was in 
the evening, but light enough to sec all the m ove­ 
m ents. This man Wadlelgh, alter firing live or 
six shots at the M ajor-one of which took ciTect, 
b.adly wounding him In the leg, endaugenng Its 
loss, If not his llfe-ran into the dining salorm, m 
the direction of the buck door, and the affair ceased 
here.

It U only the p resen t tim e which has been suf­ 
ficiently enlightened, liberal and free to perinit the 
proper investigation and understanUlug of this 
aorctofore.niiaunaorstood and maligned, yetO od- 
sen t girt. 
on e proof th at the faculty of receiving im pres­ 
sions from spirits was m isunderstood, even by tbe 
m ost enlightened of those times. Is the fact th at 
w henever a prophet, or medium, became impressed 
to say or do a th in g It was always aououucwl as 
being “In the nam e of the Lord." Now, to believe 
th at a direction what garm. uts to wear aud how to 
build a hou.so came from the Isrid requires a g reat 
stretch of faith, and of degrading faith at th a t; but 
to suppose the direction came from some sp irit is 
probable, because we know th at they uow some­ 
tim es do interest them selves in even less trilles 
than those. 
If th u IS 80. the greater p a rt of w hat “ Bible 
Spiritualist" rooelvos us "the word ol the Lord” 
was really only the word of a spirit, and accounts 
perfectly for the trivial character of many of the 
com m ands given and at the sam e time proves th at 
im pressions from spirits wore received and sen t 
forth then as now. 
As to angels speaking by special permission, 
why should they do so any m ore than th at men 
should do s o r We aU Uve and breathe In and 
through our M aker; but who U so foolish as to sup­ 
pose th at every tim e a good m an opens his m onth 
to speak th at he does so by special leave of the Al­ 
m ighty f Then why should a spoolat perm it be re- 
qufreil from the Almighty every Ume the spirit of a 
dear friend finds himsolf In a position and condi­ 
tion to enable him to oom m nnloate w ith his old 
friends here f Is it not muoh m ore Ukoly th at there 
have always been 
certain 
natural oondltlons, 
which, when present, enable spirits to ootniuunl- 
eate or to make tham solves visible, and th at with 
the wonderful increase of knowledge In these la t­ 
ter years, In which millions of splrltó and m ortals 
have shared, th a t these conditions aro b etter un­ 
derstood both on this side and on that, and thus 
these m anlfostotions have lucreased and are in-

The groat Captrain, whom oil the sects of Ohrta- 
tcndom profess to follow, has declared, "th at a 
good tree cannot bring forth evil fruit, neither can 
a corrupt tree bring forth good fru it; therefore the 
tree wUl be known by its fralt." With your kind 
permission we will glance a t some ol the produc- 
Uons of th at huge grow th th a t now covers the clv- 
lUxed world, caUed C hristianity. As the root and 
stem of the whole system we m ay take, to begin, 
the Church of Rome, commonly called the "M otaer 
of all tbo C hurches." 
For the space of over one 
thousand years she has held the reins of govern­ 
m ent over the m ost enlightened naUons of the 
ea rth ; kings have bowed to her and begged their 
crowns at the feet of her m aster, leading his horse, 
as a slave, through the streets of the so-called E ter­ 
nal City, and kissing his foot a t hla bidding. If 
peace nnd good will am ong m en was w hat she had 
desired, surely 1,000 years was ample tim e to intro­ 
duce all th a t she wished; but look at the bloody 
fields of Italy and France, and at the loathsome 
dungeons of Spain; sec the m assacre of St. Bar­ 
tholomew and Piedm ont, and Jndgo the tree by 
such fruit. But she Is not alone in vlilany and c ra ft; 
we can sec the spirit of the daughter, of England, 
In the fires of .Smlthflcld, In London, and in the 
Grassm arket of Edinburg, where such strenuous 
efforts were made to save the Im m ortal .souls of cer­ 
tain wretched freethinkers from hell fire, by de­ 
stroying their m ortal bodies in a wood fire. We seo 
the powerlhl argum ents she used In the thum b­ 
screw, the Scotch boot and the Malden, as her 
m other, Rome, argued from the rack, the chain, the 
axe, the wheel, lint, ah, Mr. Editor, we see nothing 
of this sort now; sleek and sm ooth shaven, the ser­ 
v ants of these crafts pace the pav6 with m easnred 
sU*p and plon.s air, with white choker and black 
broadcloth, mem bers of the “Socletv for the Preven­ 
tion of Cruelty to Anlmal-s." How came this rem ark­ 
able change? The power Is broken. Cromwell, the 
C ovenanters and o ther counter ty ran ts fixed Eng­ 
lan d : Napoleon I., Garibaldi, Victor Em anuel did 
for Rome. It will be rem em bered how, 
rem em bered how, not many 
ible mo Nono disbanded the 
m onths ago, the am 
Papal /.ouaves, no doubt calling to renicm brano 
th at “ the weapons of his w arfare were not carnal,” 
a quotation that seems to have entirely slipped the 
memory of tbe p otentates of Rome fbr the brief 
space of 1,000 years. It Is rath er a coincidence, too, 
th at this happened when Victor Emanuel was pre­ 
paring njs cannon. Some Intelligent people may 
account for it as a “prophetic Instinct of tbe im­ 
m ortal SOUL" 
It is not neceasary, though, to cross the A tlantic 
to see the fruit ol iticse system s; although In this 
country the power of the prleAtcraft Is more re­ 
duced than In any country In the world perliaps. 
Still they work here npon 


everything else, and wc find th at au adm irable law 
governs Tuterooursc w ith spirits—viz., th at the 
seeker shall attra ct spirits upon th j sam e plane as 
himself. This is the law, and the rlulations of It 
are rare, so th at we are generally protcctcul from 
tbe preeence or, a t least, from the power of 
vlolous spirits, nnleas we are vlciou.s ourselves. 
“Bible Spiritualist" quotes all tiie tex ts ofScrip- 
tn re (exclusively from tbe Old Te.stamcnt; which 
have been doing service against sp ln t commiinica- 
I 
tlons for the past tweuty-iour years. 
Now. wc do 
not worship the Old Testam ent to the c.xtent that I 
wo will absolutely shut our eyes and take s t random 
I 
the first command we read after opjulng It. and | 
UteraUy obey it, asking no questious. The .sooner . 
evangelical Christians come to the conclusion to ! 
give a reasonable interpretation to everyihlug lu it i 
and to let tbe progressive spirit of the age govern 
th at In terp reu tio n the sooner will hey reach th at i 
point which they are steadily approaching, where I 
they will adm it th at reason uionc mu.st be the Ught 
in which the Scriptures can be interpreted. And i 
th e sp irit then prevaUing will not set at naught the i 
m any tn ith s contained In the sacred v o lu m e-b u t i 
on th# contrary they will be cherished, quoted aud i 
upheld generally In a spirit of love and harmony 
to which tbe religious world heretofore has been 
aud now, to a large ex ten t, is a sti anger. 
W ith these views of the Old Testam ent we Insist 
th a t if “Bible SplrttuaUst" clalm.s for the passages 
quoted by him a sweeping and general application 
against aU ancient and modern spliltual m anlfesta- 
ttons, then we in turn claim the sam e vaUdltv and 
force lor other com m auds given "in the nam e of 
tbe Lord.” Wc can quote f« n for his one, but we 
will content ourselves with two or three. 
U “ Bible SplrttuaU st" will refer to chapter tw enty- 
tw o of Deuteronomy, being the third chapter 
RQcoeedlng the one from which his m ost em phatic 
com m ands are quoted, he will find the eighth 
verse to read thus:—-W hi n thou buUdcst a new 
boose then tbou shalt make a butUom cnt fur thy 
roof, th a t thou bring not blood upon thiue house if 
any m an fall from thence." Should n o t this (mm- 
m and alto be obeyed t The eleventh verse rcad.s, 
"Thou shall not wear a garm ent of divers sorts, as 
of woollen and linen together.” 
We hope “ lliWe Spiritualist" will a t once have 
bis clothing BObmitted to proper judgm ent and 
obey the com m and. Both these commands were 
given through the m outh of the sam e prophet and 
a t tbe sam e tim e th at tbe command against en­ 
chanters and witches was given. If one command 
w as from God, 
the others inevitably were from 
him. But we contend th at neither were from him. 
Ib e re is nothing about the character of cither of 
them which required particular instruct lous from 
God, BO we believe it is far m ore reasonable and re­ 
spectful to God to believe th at all this em anated 
from tbe prophet's own miud, and. like a very 
large proporuon of m atter in the old Tcstam eut, 
we tblnk It should be received and Judged upon Its 
own m erits.

And all 
the progeny of the great m other take more or 
less after her spirit, 
rnrcasonanlencss, bigotry 
and supcrstiilou are thclr lustrum ents; ami the

Now, such a thing as a tru e rabbi U unkuown In 
this coiintrjr (excepting the three aforemoutionod 
Doctors). Ooncernfng all persons of renown in tbe 
Jew ish pulpit, here they are nothing m ore tnan lec­ 
turers, and not of the best quality either. Being 
doctors of their own make, they sometimes preach 
on versos of their own composition and recite au­ 
thorities on subjects th at have never been ques­ 
tioned. 
I had the gfood fortune to chronicle some 
of their absurdities am ong the “lecturer’s explana- 
tlouB" in tbe Hebrew jierlodlcala of Kuroiw, for 
which my cnim trym en expressed their thanks. 
I 
fully eudorse the opinion of Mr. Aharband that any 
Pollsh-Jewlsh boy knows more of Hebrew lore than 
m any a doctor who adorns the Jewish pulpit in this 
city ; and I am ready to give the best proof of the 
voracity of this assertion. 
There being no tru e representative of Jewish loro 
here, how can it be exiwcted th at its true spirit 
shall take root lu the heart of “ the sheep of Jacob ?’’ 
And liy whom shall It be prom ulgated if any Jew ish 
young man, say by a m iracle, should be desirous of 
p enetrating its vast dom atnsr If any one should

Uhlldron can som etim es sustain their rights on an 
luhoritance through them alone; and there are 
m any other things too num erous to be m entioned 
here. If the Isiaoiltles of this country should set 
out for them selves w ithout rabbles there Is uo doubt 
th at tlielr communion with their brethren of other 
countries would break off. 
You will perhaps ask. Why ts there no such aliena­ 
tion existing now If there are no authorized per­ 
sons to keep the tie together ? 1 will answ er th at 
there is som ething of tbe kind existing already. 
lA!t any Jew ish woman try to get a husband in 
Europe after she has been divorced according to 
the Am erican custom , and she will find out w hether 
any tru e Israelite will take her. Let the liberal 
American Jew try interm arriage witli a “good" 
Jewish family of Europe, and ho will find out the 
dltnoultlca th at will present them selves. Observe 
the m anner In which a pious Israelite m eets a libe­ 
ral corellgloiii.st of his even in this city, and if you 
know anything of the cordlalltr of the Jew s am ong 
them selves you will .see th at it lacks its true charac­ 
ter here. From the m aunersof the orthodox brother 
you will understand hts thoughts—“ It is all right 
aud well for business, but X would not eat a t thy 
table nor would 1 uiarrv thy daughter. Thou a rt a 
brother In lallli, but I cannot practically recognize 
thee as such if thou dost not .show 11 by actions." 
Alas, there Is a breach already I and ti you go on 
with your hum bug rabbles and Impostor authorities 
it will widen and widen till uniting again wUl be 
impossible. 
it is more tlie duty of reform than of orthodox 
congregations to have true rabbes at their heads if 
they slucerely desire to keep together with their 
brethren. A reform rabbi ought to be the better 
versed In all brauohcs of Jew ish lore, inasmuch as 
ho Is looked upon to outroot m any absurdities th at 
have taken root in our religious custom s, aud to 
establish new. wholesome principies in tlielr stead, 
both of wlüch he m ust do on good authority, if he 
w ants to be listened to. The rca.sons, “eivtlization, 
urogre.ss," Ac., will not work their way Into the 
lieart of l heir brethren If they arc not sustained by 
sound theological proofs. This work la twice as 
hard, and requires much more skill and knowledge 
than w hat is required of au orthodox rabbi, who 
sticks to the letter of his books only. Tbe resolu­ 
tions adopted by the Rabbinical Conference of Phil­ 
adelphia lonnd their way into a Hebrew periodical 
In Europe, and though they have not made the 
m ark th at would be desired their adoption alone Is 
sufficient to prove th at th eir nature wa.s not 
averse to the Hebrew reader. So also was tbe 
case with a sketch of the history of the coiign?ga- 
tion “ Em anuel’’ of this city, which plainly Illus­ 
trated tbe progressive sp irit of th at cougregution. 
Ju st lot any Hebrew w rfte r-a n d 1 understand that 
there are m any here who pride them selves of such 
abilities—try to send a syuopsis of tlie resolutions 
adopted by the so-called Rabbinical Conference of 
Cluclnnatl, or give som ething of the progro’slve 
history of the cougregation B'nal Jeshurun (I'hirty- 
fourth street), and you will see how it woald take 
with the Uchrew reading public. 
W hat 1 wl.sh to prove 
is th at there arc no 
true rabblc.s here to in stru ct tho American Jew ish 
youth lu the principles of their religion or to lu.splre 
them with a ilcslre to study th em ; consequently, 
there arc no students for a Jew ish theological s.unl- 
nary, which l.s the reason why snch an institution 
cauuot flourish here.

Instead of the 
long w inter which would be the result of the Invol- 
an tary departure of the globe into exile far away 
Into tlie outer regions of the solar system , he cheer- 
rnuy suggested th at the influence of these bodies. 
If they could be secured to the earth in the shape of 
m oons or of a ring or rings similar to these which 
iorronnd the huge orb of Saturn, would be to 
modify the tem perature of the earth and give us a 
perpetual spring.

Uls prediction was merely a 
general one. nor has he y et vouchsafed to 
us 
the calculations and d ata upon which it was 
formed. Practically it simply am ounted to this— 
th at at four P. M., on tbe 12th of A ugust of this 
year, or at any rate a t some period between the 8th 
and 13th of Angost, a huge com et would strike the 
earth. 
The effect of the oollislon woe left to tbe 
imagiuatioD, and the inform ation we were advlse<l 
to accept aa true upon m ere blind tru st in Planta- 
m oar.

DONATI ON THE PRRDICTION. 
Perhaps the best and m ost 
conclnsive 
ex- 
posare of the trne character of the predietion 
was th at given by Signor Donatl, who discovered 
tho g reat comet, in 1668, th at bears his name, and 
who has made 
these bodies his astronom ical 
specialty. 
He showed th at unless Plantam our had 
some exceptional and peculiar springs of inform a­ 
tion other than those open to m en of science in 
general there was no comet wlilch could be pos­ 
sibly predicted as certain to m ake its appearance 
on the 12th, though there was one small comet 
(Biela’s) which might possibly become visible some 
tim e during the present year. But even Hlela’s

by astronom ers. 
It 
ought to 
appear 
about 
every six and three-fourth years, it has not been 
seen since 1862. When it was last observed it ex- 
hlliited IndlcaUons th at plainly suggested the pos­ 
sibility of its total destrucUon. Tliesc pointe, to­ 
g ether with tne probable effect of a collision be­ 
tw een the earth and a comet, are so Interestingly 
treated by Signor Donatl th at a translaUon of his 
inonograpli on tbe subject, published in the Nazione 
of the 4th March last, is republished at the close of 
this arucle. 
n iB SITOATION NOW. 
There, of course, now rem ains bnt very little 
doubt Indeed th at the scientitic world in general 
is right, and th at M. Plantam our has m ade a blun­ 
der. If bis com et were indeed going to strike tho 
earth on the 12th we ought to have seen It weeks 
ago, l)ut as yet no observatory has reported the 
appearance of a com et anyw here in the heavens, 
and the strange m anner in which th at gentlem an 
has subsided into silence is another encouraging 
synrptom th at we have but htilc to fear. 
It may 
be mentioned further th at though Plantam our has 
n o t specifically said so. the comet he referred to 
in hlB prediction is alm ost certainly Biela’s; for. in 
connection with th a t comet, some calculations of 
his are given in a few works on astronom y as an- 
thoritatrve. and this sam e comet, which is also 
som etim es called Gam bart’s, was predicted to 
strike the earth onoe before 
as far bacx as 
1S62. 
In view of this, therefore, and of the 
interesting uncertainty, that, as Hlgnor DonaU e x ­ 
plains, hangs over the fate of this comet, some 
further details of its history may be given here. 
BIRLA’S COMET. 
It was first definitely discovered on the evening 
of the 27th of February, l«2fl, in the constellation 
Aries, by M. Biela, of Josephstadt, in Bobcmla. It 
was very small, and can indeed never be seen ex ­ 
cept ■with tho telescope, unless It approaches so 
near to the earth as to m ake a collision—more or 
less a probability. It presented in 1826 the appear­ 
ance of a small round nebulosity with a feeble con­ 
densation of light tow ard the centre. The sam e 
com et was also recognized on the 9th of the follow­ 
ing month, hy M. Gam bart, at Marseilles. It was 
then situated in Cetus, but there was no trace of 
tall or 
nucleus. The

and

eraUy adm itted th at this com et was probably 
the 
same 
as 
one th at had been prcviou.siy 
observed In the years 1772 and 1806. Two years 
lUtrrw ard, In 1828, Dr. Olbers startled the world by 
directing attention to the very close approach of the 
orbits of the earth, and this comet a t the descend­ 
ing mode of the latter. The following ex tra ct from 
“ Mind on Comets” tells clearly the calculations upon 
which tills view w as based, and its effect upon the 
public m ind:— 
OLBERS’ SCARE IN 1K12. 
“In 1805 and 1826 the radius vector of the comet 
a t the nodal pas.«agc was greater than the ea rth ’s, 
and, coiisequ' ntly, it passed outside our orbit. But 
in 1832 Dr. Olhcrs found th at tbe com et at this 
m om ent would be n earer the sun than the earth, 
and would, therefore, pass Inside our annual path, 
but at a distance fr-om it ol only 0.00033, or less than 
five terrestrial sem l-dtam etcrs. Now, on the 8th 
December, 1805, when the com et of Biela was near 
the ea rth . Dr. Olbers found the apparent diam eter 
subtended an angle of 40 min., whence he concluded 
th at the real sem l-dlam cter of the nebulosity 
w as at 
least 6.26 radu of the earth, and it 
tlius appeared certain th at If the ex te n t of tho 
oomctlc atm osphere in 1832 were as great as in 
18v'6 a porUon of the ea rth 's orbit would lie

46 mln., which the com et 
would require tw enty-nine days to traverse, and 
as the calculations had fixed the arrival a t pcrliie- 
hon about m idnight on the 27th of Novemlier, It 
was thus m ferrcd th at tbe passage through the 
descending node would take place on the evening 
of the 29th of October. The clioccntric longitude of 
the point of tbe com et’s orbit, which lies nearest 
tliat ol the earth is 68 deg. 10 min., and the earth 
could not reach this point until the m orning of the 
80th of November, or one m onth after the com et's 
passage by it. These results showed, of course, 
th a t tliere was no ground for alarm , at least in 
1802, as the tw o bodies would pass through the 
dangerous neighborl.ood so long after each other. 
If tlie perihelion pass.age bad occurred at eight P. 
M. on the 28th of December, an extrem ely near ap­ 
proach, if not a collision, of the earth and com et 
m ust have taken place on tbe la.st day of November. 


Though astronom ers wcré satisfied the com et 
wonld not approach withln many miliion.s of m ilts 
fiom the earili, it was not so. with tho general 
jiubllc. Considerable alarm yra,s excited on the 
continent as soon as o lbers’ results were known, 
and the com et of 1832 was even anticipated as the 
destined agent In the destruction of our globe. 
It 
was argued th at If a retardation of about one 
m onth fn the arrival at pcrihcilon should take 
pl.icc, the most dlsastronfl 
consequences m ust 
loilow—a line of reasoning which, though possibly 
correct In itsOJ ifftfl 
Altogether 
inadm issabie 
under the tlrcliniBtances. Tlie periodic tim e cor- 
réspondlng to the ellipse actually described by the 
comet at its visit in 18‘26 was known, w ithout a 
greater error than one day, and the circct of Planet­ 
ary ttttracllon had also been detcrmm^U wTih all 
reiivilsitc accuracy. Tlie date fixed for the peri, 
hallon passage, November 27, couUl not, therefore, 
be well subject to a larger error than one day at 
the utm ost. 
All fear of collision or dangerous 
proxim ity was evidently groundless.” 
THE ESCAPE KROM COLLISION. 
AS the astronom ers predicted and as, of course, 
all ol us now know pcrfecMy well, the world es­ 
caped the collision. Th^ first glimpse of it, ob­ 
tained in 1832, was on Ifie 23d of August, from the 
Colleglo Romano, at Rome. It was also seen by .sir 
John Hcrscnel at Slough, in England, on the 23<1 ol 
Heptember, but it was then so small and its light 
so fecWO Ibdt it taxed the powers of his tw enty 
feet tcflecting tclcsoope to enable him to distiu- 
kuish ft. Towards the end of October it became 
more generally visible, and was lost seen at the 
rap e 01 Goo<l Hope on tlie 3d of June, 1833. It was, 
however, at no time perceptible w ithout a good 
telescope, and was always very faint and had but 
little central concentration. It arrived at perihe­ 
lion twelve hours only before the com puted tim e— 
a pretty close prediction, wlicn the im perfect data 
upon which the calculation had h«cn m ade are 
lakon into account. 
In 1S30 it was not perceived, 
but m 1846 it again became visible and romaine.i 
under observation for a conslilerabie tim e—from 
the '28th of November until the 27th of AprlL 
SPLIT IN TWO. 
It was on the occasion of this visit th at the 
curious phenomenon alluded to by siignor Donatl 
was first observed. When first detected, in 1846, 
it showed a fatot nebulosity, alm ost, if not quite, 
clrciilur in form, and with but slight condcnsutlon 
tow ards the centre, on the lotli Dcccmhcr, how­ 
ever, it was piamiy som ewhat elongated or pear- 
shaped, and within a fortnight Ihcveaftcr the comet 
separated into two distinct nebulosities, which 
travelled along In company fcr more than throe 
m onths. It may be lem arked also In passing th a t 
to America helongs the d istin n lo n o i having first 
noticed and cstabllshod this dlvls.on on the 2bth 
Dccemtfcr. The distance between the two bodies 
was at first com paratively smiill. but from February 
10 to March 22, according to the calculations 01 
our exploded friend, M. I'iantamonr, who, in this 
instance, however, appears to dcsoTve cTedlt, It 
averaged about one liiindreil and fifty thousand 
miles. 
Each nebulosity exhibited a short tail in 
the usual direction, and there was also detected lu 
each Homethlng rescmidlng a stellar point. On the 
I'.'th February the younaer or companion comet 
wa.H the brighter, but it did not continue so more 
than three or four days. 
LAST appearance. 
In August, 1862, this comet again reappeared, and 
w a s visible for about three weeks. 
I'lie second 
p art of the main comet was also discovered, imt by 
this tim e It had apparently become a distinct body, 
anil could have lac n no less than l,'250,ooo nilies 
ilisfant from the p arent hodv. And sinee is.vj, as 
Hignor Donatl has explained in his paper, the 
com et has failed to put in an appearance, and 
v b etb e r It has bee.a destroyed or still su rv iv es is 
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one of the moet interesting of eomeUe problems 
now agiutln g astronomers. 
WHAT TUX CHANCES OP COLLISION AXE. 
Ju st a fewwords more may be said In regard to tbe 
danger of collulon between a com et and tne eartn. 
M. Arago, While oonoeding tlie posalbillty of socb a 
disaster, calculateii th at the probability against 
it la greater than 250,000,000 to 1. Tbe n earest 
approach to a collluun th at the globe has hitherto 
encountered, so far as we know, tt may further be 
Bttld, was in 1770, wben a com et w as only 873 terres­ 
trial scm l-dlam cters distant from the earth, or a 
bagatelle of 1,438,000 miles, though it Is m ore 
than proliable, according to late discoveries, th a t 
we actually passed through the toil of the com et of 
1861 w ithout knowing it. And finally, in 1770, a 
com et was seen to traverse the system of Jupiter, 
w ithout inducing the sm allest perturbation In the 
movem ent of tiw sateilitea, while the nebulous 
body Itself was so m uch disturbed th at its whole 
orbit was changed. 
NO CACSl POR ALARM. 
In spite, therefore, of the wonderful exhibiUons 
Of the au ro ra borealis, which have reoently U tnp 
the sky so much earlier lu the season than usuiil, 
and in spite of the m eteoric displays recently re* 
ported, and of all o ther phenom ena which, in tbe 
m inds Of nervous and timid |>eople, m ight seem to 
indicate th at Plantam our may, after all, prove a 
true prophet, it seem s pretty certam th at in the 
first place we shall not strike a com et, while even 
if we did there would be com paratively little barm 
done. The world may be very evil, and may deserve 
destruction very badly, but tt Is not, after all, very 
much worse than it was in the days of the Roman 
em pire or even three or lour hundred years ago. 
While, therefore. It may be a vei 
thing to sing, with faith, ‘ 
the way, a translation of a poem 
world by St. 
B ernard de M arlalx, begluntug,

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It IS hardly worth wbUe to anU elpate very earnestly 


moD wreck of death and destruction. And, after all, 
BO ter as wc are personally and individually con­ 
cerned, tbe end of tbe world for as simply m eans 
the sam e death to wlilch we are all surely speed­ 
ing, and about which we none of us have any 
doubt. The m ere fact th at all ou r fellow oreatnres 
would die with us. no doubt heightens the tragic 
character of the catastrophe, but m erely from an 
abstract point of view. Selfishly considered, the 
end of this world comes to every m an when tho 
b reath lades out of his body and the light dies out In 
his eyes and the pulsus of his biood grow still aud 
motionless. 
HIONOR DONATI ON rLANTAMOUM. 
The following paper, alluded to in the preceding 
article, was published by Hlgnor Donatl in the

A ride of over an hour and a half on the HouU 
Bide Railroad of Long Islant) will bring the pious 
pllgrinis to the station at Merrick. This village has 
grow n up since the Camp M eeting Asuoclatlon fixed 
on this site, but it is a small ailair yet. The camp 
ground lies about three-quarters of a mile from the 
BWUon, and Is reached over a very duHty ro ad ; but 
the cam p ground trastees propose by ami by to cnt 
a road from tbelr grounds to tbe depot through an 
o ther grove, by which the distance will be reduced 
about one hall. They also intend, it is said, to lay 
a horse railroad track between the grounds and the 
depot, which will enable passengers to reach the 
cam p in ten m inutes. The dusty roatl Is a new one 
cn t also since the camp w as opened here, fonr 
years ago, and is known as Merrick avenue. It 
leads to the G reat Houth Hay, only two miles dls- 
toot, where fish arc caught in abundance and 
brought to the groundH daily, fresh and sparkling. 
It leads also to Hempstead Plains, A. T. H tcw art’s 
new town, which is two miles distant lu another 
direction. 
Mr. Stew art has built about fifteen 
houses on his Plains, and others are progressing. 
His new railroad runs regularly from H unter’s 
Point. As a change 
THE HERRICK CAMPERfl, 
m any of whom have been out here since June, 
ra n np to the Plains to shoot, or down to the bay 
to bathe or to fish. Like the disciples at Jerusalem , 
the disciples at Merrick find th at religion and fish­ 
ing are com patible enough, and the M aster has not 
yet asked, “ Lovcst thou me m ore than these t” 
The young folk, of whom there are a great many 
on the ground, enjoy them selves berrying. The 
ground—sixty acres—Is 
covered 
with whortle­ 
berries, and the cam pers have been feeding on 
them these w eeks past. 
La-st year the mosquitoes w ere so num erous as 
to interfere seriously with tho devotions of the 
pilgrim s, but this year the trastees have trim med 
the trees al>out fifteen feet from the ground and

say, out here, th at tltc vermin have gone toward

Quail is reported to be In great abun­ 
dance, and the saints, w ithout fear of Mr. Rergh, 
beiore their eyes, take th eir guns and the lives 
of those j)cts of the great hum an ttorlan alm ost at 
the same tim-'. 
There are now about three hundred ten ts; all of 
which have been ordered and occupied. Of

The Interiors of the Dens and How 
They Are Conducted.

The appalling prevalence of crim e in the city at 
tbe p resent m *m ent calls pubUo attention to this 1 
m ost frrlgtatfal source of cultivating vlllany—tho ¡ 
concert saloon. Home short tim e ago bnt com­ 
paratively tew of these dens existed on the proml- 
n en t thoronghfares; but they havo lately grow n to 
such an ex te n t as to become one of the greatest 
evils the city labors under. When these places first 
opened 
their 
doors 
for 
th e 
destruction of 
young 
m en 
the 
proprietors 
w ere 
m ore 
or less m odest In 
tho 
kind 
of 
attractio n s 
they set forth for their custom ers, bnt as tim e w ent 
on and the concert saloons seemed to have hit the 
depraved taste of the rowdy population they be­ 
came bolder and continued to grow m ore daring 
until, finally, they assumed the m agnitude of m on­ 
ster caravans of degradation and vice. At the out­ 
set the greater num ber of these places contented 
them selves w ith tbe selling of beer, but now all 
kinds of compound destruction In the shape of 
drinks are sold In them . 
Tho wretched class of 
women employed contented them selves with cheap 
calico dresses and retained such other decency of 
dem eanor as they knew how to p u l on; but. lat­ 
terly, re strain t has been 
FLIINU TO THE WINDS, 
and the brazen dam sels who now Inhabit the 
saloons are bedlzzened In all the gaudy fllnisiness 
of cheap splendor. All pretension to good be­ 
havior am ong tho women has departed, and Iraino- 
rahty of the m ost revolting description is the only 
thing sought after. 
Limbs 
and 
bosoms are 
freely displayed and tho general conduct of tho 
women In these places Is snch as would offend the 
sensibility of any m an w ith a pretension to pro­ 
priety. In keeping with the atU re and dem eanor 
of 
the 
females 
Is 
the 
en tire 
get-up 
of the Interior of the saloon. 
The walls and 
ceilings arc daubed with the m ost glaring colors, 
and the scenes attem pted to be depleted are not 
more than one remove from filth. 
Some of them 
are adorned with fountains and flowers th at seem 
only to em it a stench of vice and disorder. 
Music 
Is atlded to the other attractions of tho deus, and 
It Is usually of a quality th at wonld, under ordinary 
clrcnm stances, destroy the least sensitive ear. 
Tables arc arranged the length of the halls, with 
chairs beside them , and a t these tables the vBT- 
tors seat them selves, and w hat they w ant In 
the shape of drinks Is brought by the women from 
the general bar, behind which the proprietor and 
several bartenders stand. As soon as the first order is 
fllled the woman, or several of them If there is 
more tlian one m an In the party, will also take 
seats at the table, drinks arc dem anded for them 
and they continue to induce the m en to keep on 
ordering

as long as any money rem ains in the pockets of the 
victims. When the men are provincials and not 
accustom ed to the ways of city life, or fast young

The occa­ 
sion, though important, was coaQiaratively 
nmnterosting from the Ihct that Her Majesty 
Qneen Victoria was abaent, the Speech from 
the Throne, as has become of Uto yean- «he 
custom, being road by oommiiwion. 
In the 
earlier yearn of Her Majesty’s roiga, indeed, 
up until the deitth of the Prince Consort, the 
opening and the closing of Parliament consti­ 
tuted the two grand eronts of the year. 
The 
Queen was always present in person ; and the 
Speech from the Throne, read by the Queen 
herself, was alway» and universally admitted 
to be the moet tasteful speech of the year, and 
spoken by one of the finest voices in England. 
In those days the Honse of Lords was uni­ 
formly crowded ; and the gallones were filled 
with fair ladies and bravo mon, the repre­ 
sentatives of the best blood in the British 
isles, and with a fair sprinkling also of the 
best blood of all the lands and kingdoms of 
the earth. 
Those good old times ore gone; 
the Queen does not get over her sorrow, and 
royal speeches, delivered by royal commission, 
no matter how skilfoUy oonstructed and how 
artistically prononnood, are found to bo ' tame 
and uninteresting. 
As it has been for some 
years past, so was it yesterday. 
From an English point of view, judging 
from the outlines now before us, the royal ad­ 
dress was sensible and good. 
The first place, 
OS was most becoming, was given to the rela­ 
tions of Great Britain with the United States, 
and special reference was made to the Wash- 
ington Treaty. 
The indirect claims were 
alluded to, and the Queon was glad to inform 
Parliament that the arbitrators had come to 
the rescue, and, by a spontaneous declaration, 
had endorsed the views expressed by Her 
Majesty at the opening of the session. 
The 
Canadian Parliament, too, had behaved weU. 
It had passod the acts necessary to give effect to 
the Washington Treaty, and Her Majesty 
could reflect with satisfaction that the sub­ 
jects with which the treaty deals no longer 
offer any impediment to perfect concord be­ 
tween two kindred nations. 
Reference was 
made to the notification from France of the 
termination of the Commercial Treaty of 1860, 
and some stress was laid on the fact that the 
French government had indicated a desire for 
further correspondence on the subject It was 
announced that an Extradition Treaty had 
been concluded with Germany; and the Queen, 
influenced, no doubt by the Stanloy-Living- 
stone letters, and yielding to the public senti­ 
ment which these letters have called forth, de­ 
clared it to bo the fixed determination of the 
government to take steps for dealing more 
effectually with the slave trade on the East Coast 
of Africa. 
The Commons were very properly 
thanked for the liberal allowance they had 
made from the public purse for the general 
purposes of government. 
The most impor­ 
tant measures adopted by Parliament were 
flatteringly alluded to in detail; and thought-

.Vmerican republic over one the Londoners are 
intensely moved.

It is not permitted us to pronounce the session 
just ended one of the groat sessions of the 
British Parliament 
It will not compare with

It will not compare with the seasions of 
1869, 1870 and 1871, made memorable respec­ 
tively by Mr. Gladstone’s great triumphs— 
the disestablishment of the Irish Church the 
reform of the Irish Land laws and the aboli­ 
tion of purchase in the British army. 
At the 
same time it would be in the last degree unjust 
to say that the session has been a fruitless one. 
No groat measure comparable to those wo have 
just mentioned has been carried. 
But the 
Ballot bill has become law—a bill which in 
principle seriously touches a vital part of the 
British constitution; and it is not unfair to 
say that if no other bill of any consequence 
bad been passed this one measure would have 
been suffloient to give the session a distinc­ 
tion. 
This, however, has not been the only 
fruit 
Much good work of various kinds has 
been done. 
In the absence of positive infor­ 
mation it is not safe to speak with too much 
confidence; but it was confidently expected 
that before the prorogation yesterday the 
Scottish Education bill, the Mines Regulation 
bill, the Licensing bill and the Public Health 
bill would all be passed into law. 
It is not to 
be doubted that many imi>ortant measures 
have been deferred; and it may be taken for 
granted that if Mr. Gladstone is spared he 
will have on hand in the next session of Par­ 
liament sufficient work to tax his energies. 
There is a nniversal desire for reform; and 
England, Scotland and Ireland are each of 
them and equally imperious.

terranean channels, into direct atmospheric 
connection with the most neglecteil and deadly 
tenements and pesthouscs of the city. 
There 
are handrods of causes daily at work to set in 
motion thu air of tho sewer and propel it into 
the hundred smaller pipes which discharge 
their gaseous 
poison into onr halls and 
bedrooms, 
aad 
thus 
produce 
disease 
and 
death. 
This 
pneiunatic dissemina­ 
tion 
of 
the 
foal 
air is accomplished 
by 
the 
wind blowing 
into 
the sewer 
openings at the street 
corners, 
by 
the 
agency of storm and rain flooding the great 
conduits, by the changes in barometric pres­ 
sure, by sudden variations in tho temporatute 
and, indeed, by the ordinary return of day 
and night 
It is a well-known fact that the late illness 
of the Prince of Wales was occasioned by just 
this agency, and our Board of Health have 
reported numerous instances in which whole 
families have been poisoned, and some fatally, 
by inattention to this lur’xing but fearfully 
Numerou-s plans have been 
terms with all their neighbors. 
We m ist 
excused, however, 
if we refuse to share 
in the general joy which the Washington 
Treaty, and particularly the “ spontaneous 
declaration” 
of the 
Geneva 
Arbitrators 
seem to have occasioned in England. 
It is not 
oiur opinion that the Washington Treaty has 
brought to a satisfactory conclusion ail the out­ 
standing questions which divided two kiudred 
nations; nor can we reflect with satisfaction 
that every impediment to perfect concord has 
been removed. 
What we have said before we 
must repeat 
The Washington Treaty has 
been a diplomatic triumph to England. 
On 
our part it has been a failure. 
But after all 
wc lose less than we seem to lose, anil England 
gains less than she seems to gain ; for tho 
Washington Treaty, it will be found, hoe not 
brickjed the chasm, has not healed the di­ 
visions, has not removed the “ impetliment to 
perfect concord between two kindred nations.” 
It is os( less, we think, any longer to disguise 
what seems to be a universal conviction, that 
the damages to be aw.ardcd will be a source of 
pain rather tkm a cause of satisfaction. 
As 
we have said, with the rest of tho .speech we i the linos were crowded as full as they could be 


suggested for meeting it, and some emineut 
sanitarians have gone so far a s . to pronounce 
in favor of giving up the luxury of water in 
our houses. 
It is hardly possible that people 
accustomed to this comfort will ever part with 
it, and hence the great necessity of just such an 
invention as the one referred to, by which the 
peril from the sower is thoroughly averted. 
With an abundance of water to flood the pipes 
in the walls of our tenements and other dwell­ 
ings, and with this simple aud inexpensive 
trap, the air breathed by the inm.ates would 
be pure and unexceptionable. 
If we are to bo 
invaded by epidemic diseases this fall it is 
very desirable that no time should be lost in 
applying a remedy to the evil pointed out.

TMe Or«a^ Strea» off Aa««sS M etM n - 
Cometle aad Avroral Phenomeaa. 
We submit to our readers this morning, in 
another part of this paper, a very satis- 
iaotory and consoling article on Planta- 
mour’s awful comet, giving the reasons why it 
is not going to reduce this little planet of ours 
to a cloud of gas or knock it into a hundred 
thousand fragments. 
Prom the perusal of 
this paper the thoughtful political reader 
will bo apt to rise “like a giant refreshed with 
new wine,” and with renewed ceal in the 
cause of the administration, or in that com­ 
prehensive opposition idea of “anything to 
beat G rant” 
To our readers, however, we 
oommend the paper referred to as particularly 
interesting and instmctive at this season of 
comets, meteors and auroral displays. 
According to all astronomic authority oar 
planet has now entered tho immense stream of 
meteors which lie in its orbit during the 
present month of the year. 
These brilliant 
and mysterious bodies are moet numerous 
from the 10th to the 13th of Augnst, and, no 
doubt, our sciontiflc observers will make the 
moet of them. 
It is very generally believed 
that this month's meteoric stream describes a 
very large elliptic orbit around the son, reach- 
ing far beyond the path of Neptune. 
We may 
judge of the enormous number of these “foil­ 
ing stars” from the foot that the earth, mov­ 
ing at the rate of nearly seventy thousand 
miles per hour, is at least seven days in passing 
wholly through the dazzling 
ring, which 
must, therefore, be more than eleven millions 
of miles in thickness. 
The most eminent astronomers assure na 
that the whole of tho solar domain is alive with 
meteors. There are on record over sixty re­ 
markable displays of this August group, one of 
the earliest bearing the date of 811 A. D. 
In 
France the popular tradition of the “fiery 
tears of S t Lawrence” on his file day, August 
10, embodies the scicntiflo observation of the 
periodical return of these meteors. 
The most 
recent researches show that they recur with 
perfect regularity, and are visible over nearly 
the entire known surface of the earth. 
Hum­ 
boldt, Herschel and others have assigned them 
a cosmic origin, and the last named physicist 
regarded them as establishing the existence of 
a kind of atmosphere “higher up than the 
:ierial atmosphere, lighter and, so to speak, 
more igneous than our own.” 
One of the most surprising and startling dis­ 
coveries of modern times has been made re­ 
garding the ossociaton of meteor systems with 
comets. 
So far as science now knows the 
meteoric and the cometic body are totally 
dissimilar, one 
being 
solid, 
tho 
other 
vaporous in its nature. 
It has usually 
been 
supposed that 
the November me­ 
teoric 
stream 
is 
tho 
most 
important 
and the richest through which our planet 
passes; but this is an error. 
The November 
stream is associated with a comet of little dis­ 
tinction and so insignificant that it ha« no I 
tail. 
On the contrary, the August system is 
connected with a comet of distinction-one 
whose approach ha.s been the subject of 
curious speculation by millions, and which, as 
one of the most trustworthy of living astrono­ 
mers tells us, but that the hour of its arrival is 
uncertain, it is far from unlikely that even 
men of science would have looked forward 
with some dread to tho possible ofiects of its 
coming. 
liVliat the effects of the earth's being 
brought into direct collision with a large 
comet, and whether it would suffer injury 
(supposing that its matter is merely vaporous), 
is a long-vexed question which may pas.sibly 
soon be settled in the stellar regions of space. 
If we are to judge of the importance of the 
August meteors by the cometic nucleus said to 
accompany them they certainly deserve careful 
scientific observation. 
It is poesiblc the bril­ 
liant auroras of Thursday night, which, as the 
Signal Service reporta show, flashed in un­ 
broken lines and splendor from Lake Michigan 
to Quebec, and southward as far as Washing, 
ton, may be proved to have some direct con­ 
nection with the earth’.s entrance on the great 
belt of shooting stars. 
We are glad to learn 
that onr national scientific bureaus are to make 
special observations of these wonderful phc- 
nomeno,

the hunter’s Garden of Eden; but, in onr judg­ 
ment, as a hunting ground, that country on 
the Southern Gombe River, in Eastern Equato­ 
rial Africa, between Unyanyembe and Lako 
Tanganyika, as described by Stanley, takes the 
premium. 
Mark what he says of this wonderful land of 
game:—“The glorious park land, spreading 
north and south of the Southern Gombe, is a 
hunter’s paradise. 
It is full of game of all 
kinils.” 
And then he goes on to toll of its 
herds of buffalos, giraffe.s, zebras, pallahs, 
water bucks, springboks, black backs and 
koodoos, and of its several varieties of elands 
(antelopes as big as a medium sized horse), 
and hundreds of smaller varieties, and wild 
boars and wart hogs, Ac., while the river 
swarms with crocodiles and hippopotami. 
On 
a grand scale the whole African Continent may 
be called the hunter’s paradise ; but if, from 
all that wc have ro,ad of the different African 
hunting regions, as described by Gerard, 
Camming, Du Cliailln, Baker, Livingstone, 
Burton, Speke, Grant and the rest of them, 
there is one district which, in its natural 
beauties, fertility and abundance and variety 
of wild animals, surpasses all the others, it is, 
in our judgment, that “glorious park land” 
between Uny.anyembe and Ujiji, as described 
by our successful pathfinder to Dr. Living­ 
stone.

It appears to have been a m atter of

Indlflcrence 
to

Livingstone 
w h eth er 
he 
ha<l 
to 
distribute 
the gifts of 
dvtUsaU on to tribes fully able to appreciate 
th em or to snpplicate aid and hospitality from 
ohieth who cannot so well appreciate his errand. 
Beduced to a m ere “ruckle of bones,’» footsore, 
pinndered by everybody of everything and having 
no cholee but to tru st those who could n o t be 
trusted, he was still, lost February, rejoicing in the 
hope of describing one day to th e civilized world 
th e great w atershed of Southern Africa. Much 
m ore he has to describe, but, pursued by the old 
fate of Alrican explorers, he has found himself 
driven back a t th e m ost In terestin g point of his 
discoveries. Six hundred m iles of the m ysterious 
w atershed he had traversed, but so far has had to 
relinquish the rem aining hundred, the m ost in terest­ 
ing of the whole, whence, from a source old as 
history, flow four stream s, soon becom ing great 
liv ers—two running northw ard tow ards Egypt, 
tw oflouthw ard into in n er Ethiopia. 
Dr. Llvlng- 
fltonc was longing for home, out ali his life this 
vision had been before h im ; he had been aasured 
of Its certainty and it bad become the real home 
of his hopes and affections. 
Plundered by carriers, 
oheatod by servants and m ercantile agents, at 
dow niigbt w ar w ith slave-dealing Sultans, and 
w ith bis supplies emially dissipated on the Journey 
o r at the depot and .never reaciiing him, he was 
ellngm g to the greaU m pe of his life and still be- 
ttevlng It within reach. We arc perm itted to hope 
th a t the man who has survived such dlfflculties, 
and who in a charm ed region him self bears a 
eharraed life, will one day re tu rn and supply the 
long gap in liis story, 
i et how he can do it even 
th en IS hard 
to be conceived. 
They who live 
a t home know how m uch they are dependent on 
eommon comforts for even such slight w ork as cor- 
rospondcnce or a journal. The work which half the 
w orld now expects, and will certainly read when it 
appears, has to be substantially composed in a 
region where it Is no slight achievem ent of endnr- 
anoe and sagacity to retain one’s life and senses 
and to advance half a dozen miles a dav. 
B ut we have yet to learn som etlilng else as won­ 
derful as anything even in Dr. Livingstone’s own 
adventures and fortunes. If there be one thing we 
should have tlioiight beyond the pow er of any soli­ 
tary Individual It would be to find a given m an In 
th e interior of Africa looked for simply because 
n o t beard of. For years have propio a t liome been 
Indulging in the w ildvtt guesses as to the poi-l- 
tion and the posslble plans and lutenU ons ol Dr. 
Idvingstoue, and Mr. Stanley seems to have struck 
o a his trail at once with the instinct of a Ked 
Indian. ' Ocographlcal societies have m et and met, 
an d talked and talked, and an cxpediUou has been 
oeiit o u t carelully seleclcil in nieu and m aterial. 
By far the m ost probable account of the long silence 
w as th at the g reat traveller had m et with the too 
eom m on fate of trav elleis; Indeed, it had been 
positively and clrcnm stantially related. An eutci- 
prlsing new spaper proprietor ricks his m an and 
aaks turn to go and look for Liv-liigstone. 
Forni- 
natelv the man thus invited is equal to the task. 
H e seU ofl and docs it while others arc idly 
talk in g or slowly planning. Africa Is a very wid 
targ e t, but Mr 
the 
I's-eye at once. 
■itanley 
One knew well ciiough th at it was a country to 
lose one’s self in; indeed. Dr. Livingstone is one 
m ore insU nce of that, but not th at It was a 
country in which you could look for a man. And 
him ID the crowd of a m arket place, and accost him 
with, “I presume It is Dr. Livingstone I am speak­ 
ing tov” With this individual energy and deci­ 
sive success the sudden and earlv collapse of the 
“expedilion’’ presents a ludicrous contrast. We 
have no wish to be hard on Mr. New and his associ­ 
ates, but m e cooipariBon of his letu-.r with tl.at of 
Dr. Livingstone, placed on Saturday in the adjoin­ 
ing colum n, cannot (all to suggest some reflections. 
The “expedition” started , it seems, all well from 
Eanzibar, after the otliciiil rclutious of tlie m em ­

P erhaps the m en were III assorted, but they

Kirk, the best way was not 
to bash up such troubles, but to bring them out into 
the light, and to let the tru th , if posslble, be ascer­ 
tained. 
The letter from Dr. Livingstone’s son 
appears to (Urnlsh the beginning of a satiHfactory 
explanation, 
it is a mont honorable and high­ 
hearted testim ony from the w riter in flavor of the 
very m an whom bis father so flatly accuses, and it 
is w ritten, we m ust rem em ber, after very recent 
Interoonrse with Dr. Kirk. Mr. Livingstone testi­ 
fies unm istakably to the zeal and Intorest shown 
by onr resident a t Zanzibar, and he seem s to us to 
dissipate half the m isunderstanding by pointing 
o at t W th e reserve and coldness alleged against 
him d ate from the tim e when Dr. Kirx had been 
m ade aw are of the trav eller’s com plaints and 
snspicloos. 
Of coarse, the Resident would be 
som ew hat fbreed in such a case to fall liack 
upon bis oflRcial position until he had vindi­ 
cated him self; and all th a t would rem ain to 
be accounted for would be the m istakes and delays 
in sending up m en and snpniies. 
Tpon this head 
it Is p lata.tb at local difllculties nilglit reckon for a 
vast deal. Dr. Llvingstune a t Djiji or Manycma 
conld not, of course, know w hat obsU dcs war, 
cholera and perpetual incertltnde as to his exist­ 
ence and w hereabouts would place In the way of 
trao sm ittln g help. After this letter from bis own 
son, who speaks so warmly and confidently a.s to 
the good Intentions of the Resident, there is no 
further need to claim for th at gentlem an an im­ 
partial consideration at the hands of the British 
pubUc. 
Livingstone himself Is the likeliest p er­ 
son to be glad hereafter th at It w h s w ritten, 
and 
to allow th at he has not done 
Justice 
to our representative. 
It is tolerably clear th at 
the extraordinary natural difficulties and em bar­ 
rassm ents of the African coast explains the discrep­ 
ancy between w hat was ctTccted and w liat was e x ­ 
pected ; and the least which wc cun do, after so gen­ 
erous a disavowal of hasty Judgm ent, is to aw ait 
the full explanation of Dr. Kirk, and to Itelieve and 
hope m eanwhile that, when all is known, he and 
the g reat traveU er wiU become as good friends 
again as ever. 
Bnt, quitting gladly this entirely subordinate 
p art of the subject, we m ust congratúlate the pub­ 
lic on the pleasure which the second and m ost 
charm ing letter from the Doctor will afford. Not 
the least striking feature about it is its capital 
style and a general honfiorwie of m anner and 
expression. In spite of the desperate perils re­

subiects, a ttra c t us; but we leave them to the 
happy public. 
The geographical 
discoveries of these th ree 
silent yeas 8 are here aet down with such clearness 
that, if we never heard a word more, the gain to 
science would still 
be vast. W hat Livingstone 
calls the “ w atershed” of the Nile extem la some 
seven hundred and fifty miles wf-stward an«l east­ 
w ard—a lorest-clad belt of upland from 4.000 to 
5,000 feet above the sea. The springs here arc 
“ lDtinmeral>le,” and they all converge Into stream s 
flowing low.ards an immcnae valley. In this valley 
three rivers form, which unlic into the Lualaita. 
The chaml>ezl, the Luapula and the Lualaba fiuw 
finally into the lAko Kamolondo.

There 
is

iiellevos, 
about

the Doi tor believes th at the Lualaoa nin.s tliroiigh 
and out of this “unknown w aicr,’’ to be called the 
llahr (itiazal, or w estern branch of the Nile. Now, 
the Bahr Qhazol enters what we have called the 
Nile, lietween (iondokoro 
and 
Khartoum, and 
the Doctor thinks that there Is properly no .\lle at 
all. except the Lualaba, until th at point is reached. 
If the Lualaba really finds its entrance there. It 
cannot run into Tanganyika; levels forbid and 
hydrostatic laws. It does not turn w estw ard to 
form the Congo, for the land keeps lofty on th at 
side and the great river flows declsivelv no n h . 
Livingstone says, “I may be m lsU keni” and it is 
plain to all who have followed African discovery and 
possess good maps th at nothing is quite certain 
yet. But the undaunted missionary Is pone, with 
iresh coni agc an d —what Is more necessary to such 
a m an—fresh stores, to find out w hat becomes of 
the Lualalia during the blank aoo miles, and ul.so to 
investigate th at most ancient of gcodcttcal myths, 
the liill spoken of by the priests of Sals, where 
four fountains rise, giving origin to four full grow n 
rivers. 
While the liriive and famous traveller 
“cracks his last n u t” In tlicse wilds, wc have here 
m atter enough for many a “hot night’’ at the 
“ Royal üeograplilcal:” and to the geographers we 
now commend the letter, perhaps the most inte­ 
resting ever received "in this connection’’ since 
the w riting of the second book of Herodotus.

L ast year a select com nuttee of the House of 
Commons com m unicated to the country th at the 
slave trade bad been resuscitated and was being 
carried on In the islands of Pem ba ana Zanzibar 
and th at treaties betw een the Queen and the Sul- 
u n of Zanzibar positively fostered the trade. After 
all th at W ilbcrforce, Clarkson, Brougham, Mackin­ 
tosh and H orner bad done Englishm en were not 
prepared to learn th at tbe sam e odious traffic, 
m arked by the sam e features of satanlc cruelty, 
w as flourishing under the sanction of formal con­ 
tracts betw een their own country and a w retched 
little African kingdom like Zanzibar. But so it Is. 
From the E ast Coast of Africa 97,’joo unfortunate 
creatu res had been forcibly dragged away into 
slavery betw een 1862 and I86T, and the Sultan of 
Zanzibar levied a duty of $4 50 on each slave landed 
on th at island. The slaves w ere entered at the 
Custom House a t Ktlwa Just as bales of cotton 
m ight be, and the .Sultan had the satisfaction of de­ 
riving from th at living source an incom e of £’JO,ooo 
a year, 
“originally the sUves sold were brought 
irom tbe opposite sea coast, but now they come 
from not less than 500 miles inlnnd.” Dr. Living­ 
stone affirms th at In c e ru in vlllagc.s through which 
i he passed in 1851 tbe sound of cotton mills could 
; be heard, but th at when he passed again through 
them in isoi “ the curse as from alm ve” lia.l caused 
them to be “overrun with wild boasts.” This change 
was not visible on the coast alone. 
It had gone in­ 
land to Lake Nyassa and tow ards the “four loiintalns 
which arise from an earthen mouncL” 
In fact, it Is 
the old systeia of iho slave hunts of the King of 
Dahomey on the West Coast ri vlted on the East. 
The hunts were attom led by the King In person. 
a iirmy aurl pursued the sport 
• uiree months In each year. 
Ills prey 
w ere the deuvched and feeble tribes living on the 
.•oiiDncs of bis dominion, lie w«irkc-d in detail. 
He sbsaulted an<l cap’.ured each tribe one by one; 
and when he bad thus sacke.l the Crooms coutlgu- 
oiis to his territory of their huimiu lieai-uie his 
feats of spollaiion would l»e ex o u d ed to «lis- 
taiices varying from twelve to twenty four «lays* 
m arch from Ills capital of Aboiuey. 
a Uut’.ie was 
seldom fought. In tru th the Aincati m no wi.rrior. 
W ar is not his vein. Ihe African King luo a keener 
relish for an unresisting or ImpoU-nt .iiiarry whb h 
he can change into money than lor the .¡isiini ti.ms 
of a trium ph which may dazzle but which m ust 
cost him the lives of bis troops. 
On this principle 
of cautious strategy the King of Dahoincy tom- 
meticed and rn d c l his operations; and he returned 
to Abomt y nine times out of ten w ithout loss either 
to Ins own side or to the side of the enemy.

Is the Recorder so sure of th at r African kings and 
aud saltan s are not In tne habit of accepting 
£8.000 a year in lieu of £20,000; u either are they, 
when it suits them , overscrupulous In the infringe­ 
m ent of th eir contracts. On the occasion when the 
English com m m sioners sent to Aboiucy mooted Ihe 
abolition 
of 
the 
slave 
trad e 
on the w est 
coast the countenance of the King tell. 
He 
w uld 
m ake 
no 
reply to the commissioners 
for 
m any 
m inutes, 
not 
th at he ever wa­ 
vered in his determ ination to retain the trade 
in Its integritv, but he was speechless on account 
of the difficulty presented to him in electing the 
least offensive mode of flatly declining to abandon 
som ething over to rtr thousand pounds a year for a 
much sm aller sum offered him bv the Foreign Office 
on his relinquishm ent of tbe trade. When lie spoke 
the train of bis argum ent was to lustily him self in 
tlie refusal to be a p arty to a treaty extingulslilng 
the trade in his slaves. 
“I h ear th at the expanses 
of the English governm ent are g re at,” he said to 
the Commissioners. Would the English governm ent 
“give up at once the chief source of its revenue 
w ithout some equivalent provision for defraying 
th eir expenses r 1 cannot believe th at It would. 
No m oie will 1 reduce m yself to beggary. The 
sum which you oflbr m e will not pay my own ex­ 
penses for a w eek; and even if the English govern­ 
m ent ahould give me every year a sum equal to my 
p resent incom e 1 should always think of my posi­ 
tion 01 helpless dependency, and should still find 
m uch dlfflciiltv In em ploying my iieople to grow 
coffee aud cotton. However, 1 will consider myself 
bound to try all th at 1 can to m eet tbe wishes of 
the English governrntm t.” 
Might not the HuUan of Zanzibar—would he 
not—answ er onr ov ertu res in a similar strain ? 
No one could withhold from tbe reasoning of the 
King of Dahomey a n inw ard acknowledgem ent 
of the jiiBtncBs of his objecUons; bnt every one 
could m eet his objections in p art by helping hfrn to 
u nderstand th a t tbe foreigner wookl not pay a 
large sum bf money for a slave If the labor of 
th e slave in an o th er q u arter of JJie globe did not 
com pensate for tb e largeness of tbe outlay. This 
so rt 01 counter logic was pressed on the King. 
He readily yielded Ills assent to the iiosslblllty 
of a v ast increase in his revenue if the slaves 
soTU for ex p o rtatio n w ere em ployed a t home in 
tbe culUvaUon and production of articles wanted 
in Europe. But the King, while m lm ittlng the 
goodness of th e case of the Oommlssloners, conld 
not divest his m ind of the confusion which 
would be created In his kingdom by the absence 
of Skill am ong his people to conduct novel agricul­ 
tural and com m ercial operations, and by the 
length of tim e which would be required to consoli­ 
date the process of a system so entirely new. Ho 
far as the King was concerned, the slave trade died 
away anil his nelarious gains disappeared, because 
we exacted the strictest observation of treaties, 
and because a moUiflcaUon was wrought in the 
system of slaving in Cuba on the p art of Spain. The 
core of the disease was thus touched, ami the source 
whence the polluting cu rren t flowed soon dried up. 
At the conclusion of his letter to Mr. B ennett Dr. 
Livingstone puts on record his contem pt for the 
“ slaving privileges” of the Sultan of Zanzibar, 
and feelingly recurs to the “blight” which the 
“curse” of 
the slave trad e 
is 
casting over 
"the fine country” where he has dwelt since 1865. 
“The truly woful sight” of “m an’s inhum anity to 
m an” m ade the “sore h eart still sorer.” It would 
be a slur on our “John-nulllsU tenacity” aud a ne- 
gallon of the principle to which every governm ent 
worthy of the nam e ami sanctttyofgovci nm cut has 
assentod, w ere Euglaiid to perm it an iuslgnilicant 
barbarian like the Bultan of Zanzibar to defy the 
diplom atic rem onstrances which she can straig h t­ 
forwardly and firmly use to root out a debasing 
commerce Intolerant to the active sense of justice 
pervading the entire hum an family. That we should 
fear any perm anent obstruction from Portugal Is im- 
poHslblc, for, as Dr. Livingstone m ost aptly suggests, 
“ the rights of the Crown of P ortugal” are m ythi­ 
cal. 
Portugal has affected to oe m istress of 
“ rights,” as well as of tangible dom inion, in East­ 
ern Africa; but the “ rights” can neither be sub­ 
stantiated. according to the loosest reading of In­ 
ternational law, nor can they for a m om ent claim, 
m uch less m aintain, a definite respect from the 
petty black ty ran ts whose lands fringe the sea line. 
Portugal docs certainly tu rn to tliat phantom of 
h er “rights” when she seeks to circum vent the p ur­ 
suits of individuals likely to be subversive of her 
own way of doing things, un d er the shelter and 
silence of the jungle; but, even so, slie can only 
effectively tu rn to them w ith the acquiescence of 
tlie heads of the native tribes. That she can set 
the views or the com m isslonate intervention of a 
Power like England a t nought is out of the ques­ 
tion. 
Whatsov 
regar 
T the governm ent m ay therefore do in 
he slave trad e perpetuated under the 
auspices of the Sultan of Zanzibar care should be 
taken to avoid the errors which we have com m itted 
on the w est coast. To suppress the trad e we sent 
a fleet at a cost of £600,0(X) a year, but the distress­ 
ing duty rem ained to confess th a t the blockade of 
the West African coast was no summrtry check to 
the trade. The retention of our ’West African 
squadron was a double evil. In the first place the 
slave m erchant knew th at he would certainly 
lose a portion of his cargoes by c a p tu re; and to 
preserve a m argin for th at inevitable contingency 
his orders to the slave-hunting chlcls were alw ays 
on the increase. In the second place, the precau­ 
tions needed to evade the vigilance of the cruisers 
obliged the m erchant to cram the slaves into the 
stifling holds of small vessels. 
Before the vessels 
conld reach their destination the slaves hsd died 
by thousands from suQocatlon. 
(leneral Blgby, onr 
form er c’ousul a t Zaoi.ibar, boars testim ony which 
Is Identical: for “he lia«l seen vesscis arrive with 
hundreds of poor crentnros, naked, and packed as 
close OH herritigfl in a b.-irrel.” If the Hultan of Zan­ 
zibar Is really content to p art w rh £ 2i).000 a year 
and to have an annual stipend of £8,000 in its stca<l, 
let ns close with him. But. be tlie m erchandise 
w hat It may, w hether hum an flesh or calleo, the 
spirit of tra«ie is to let the supply w ait on the <le- 
raand. Stop the dem and and the supply m ust 
cease.

Dr. Llvlngstouc’s letter to Mr. Gordon Bennett, 
which wc publisUcd on Saturday, forces upon our 
attention a subject which can be m atter of no 
agreeable exam ination for any Englishman. Every 
man who en ters upon such a task as th at which 
Livingstone undertook does so literally w ith his 
life in his baud. At the best it m ust be a work a t­ 
tended with privation and danger. He goes into a 
terra Im ounita where everything Is against him— 
the clim ate, savage races am i the Impossihillty of 
keeping up a safe line of com m unication with the 
civilized world. 
Livingstone is not the m an to 
u tter childish com plaints or to grum ble because he 
has not occn solicitously followed about by people 
eager to m inister to his w ants. He is made of 
stern er stuff, and has a tru er appreciation of all 
th at is Involved in the mi.ssion which he has volun­ 
tarily Imposed t.pon himself. 
If wc find him with 
a grievance we shall do well to look into it; tire 
may feel assured th at it is the oifrprlng neither of 
wounded vanity nor of a sickly concern for personal 
comfort. 
For once he has a grievance, and It can­ 
not be lightly dismissed. Allhougl» the Foreign 
Ortlce, for i-easons which It was diniciilt to com bat, 
decUncd to undertake an cxpcilltion In search of 
the lost traveller, it is well known th at Lord G ran­ 
ville has always shown a illsposltlon to assist the

The 
charge which is now maiie against Dr. Kirk is th at 
he has not acted up to the sp.rit—wc say nothing 
of the letter—of Ids instructions. 
It would be obviously most unjust to pronounce 
Judgm ent upon an official who has had no oppor­ 
tunity of being heard, but this is a case In which 
the nountry will certainly require a searching inves­ 
tigation. The Dailu yeU'tmwh had already made 
us aw are of Mr. Htanley’s views on this subject.

He rtn c ’.ied ITJiji -a m ere ruckle of bones.” He 
■ thought he was dyln.g on his lect’’—a rem arkable 
coiifesHion from suoli a man. 
But he arrived 
ut his depot only to di.scover th at he had still 
to contend with the adverse fate which had

hi If-caste Moslem 
slaves instca«l of m en.” 
“I found.” he says, “th at 
some £500 worth of goods 1 had ordered from Zan­

dering thnni lor sl.xtceu m onths on the way to C ijl, 
flnlslied up hy selling off all t'iatreniaineil lor slaves 
aud ivory for hiin>eif.’’

Mr. Stanley reports, to have ever reposed full con- 
fldenco in Dr. Livingstone or to have had relations 
of sym pathy with him.” This is a very grave state­ 
m ent, and It becomes all the m ore serious from 
w hat follows:—••This apparent lack of enterprise 
and sym pathy on the p a rt of Dr. Kirk,” w rites the 
corrcspoudeut of the W noraph, “lormed the sub­ 
ject ol conversation betw een Dr. Livingstone and 
Mr. Stanley.

The success of Mr. Stanley in his search for Dr. 
Livingstone Is one of the m ost brilliant chapters in 
the history of new spaper enterprise. 
The expedi­ 
tion was an unprecedented one, and when it was 
first reported in this country th ere were few who 
did not laugh a t it as a Yankee notion, conceived 
and starte d for the glorification of the New Y ork 
H e ra ld and to gratify the vanity of Mr. Jam es 
Gordon B ennett. The re su lt has shown not only 
how little there was to laugh at, but how m uch 
there was to adm ire in such a project. 
Mr. 
Bennett, 
w ith the 
u n stin ted liberality which 
has characterized his m anagem ent of tbe H e ra ld 
w henever anything g reat was to be attem pted, 
gave Mr. Stanley unlim ited pow er to draw upon 
him for funds, and he w as fortunate in finding In 
Mr. Stanley a special correspondent w orthy of his 
confidence. Though often baffled, Mr. Stanley was 
never b ea ten ; and while English money was being 
wasted in fruitless expeditions ho was pushing hla 
way luto the interior of Africa, and he never 
rested, save from sickness, until he m et Dr. Living- 
stone at ll.-ljl. He brought new life to the g reat 
explorer u t a time when h e was worn out, and but 
for Mr. Btanlcy’s arrival it is probable th at Dr. 
Livingstone would liave sunk nnder the w eariness 
which disapnointm cnt and worry had brought upon 
him. 
Frcm 
the 
day Mr. Stanley 
m et 
him 
he Improved, aud 
wheu 
the letter left lijljl 
Livingbtoue 
was 
once 
m ore a hale, 
hearty 
man, lull of confidence and of hope. The story 
which Mr. Stanley brought back with him has ul- 
roady is-en tolil in p art, and wc know th at no 
praise can exceed th at which is due to him for the 
zeui. the aiillity and the judgm ent with which he 
cairlcd out his work, f n his retu rn to the coast, 
while the Engiish cxim diuon, sent out under Lieu­ 
tenant Dawson, was hastening to a w retched 
colliipse. he organized a caravan, unassisted by 
the English Consul, and despatcbcd it to the Inte- 
rior. Compared with the despatches Mr. Htanley 
has sent home and the statem en ts he has made, the 
hn ter which the Kcv. Mr. New has addressed to 
the T im s, and which we «jnote In another column, 
recorns one of the m ost hum iliating incld -nte In a 
scries of failures th at m ake one blush for the 
English nam e. It Is sad to think th at the discovci y 
of Dv.

Tlie accused gave their nam es as Jam es 
Bpenccr and John Reilly, who were indicted for 
effecUiig a burglarious entry into the dwelling 
house of Benjamin L. Houthack, No. 236 Fifth ave­ 
nue, on the evening of the 25tli of June. The evi­ 
dence taken on the trial w as interesting, as will be 
seen by the following synopsis of it:—Mr. Houthack 
was first called to prove th at his house was unoc­ 
cupied on the night In qnestion; th at It was 
secorely fkstcncd when he left, bnt was subse­ 
quently entered bybie8kingtheb8.scm eDt door, and 
$1,000 wbrth of property stolen. This consisted of 
a cam el's hair shawl, a muff, a sack; and other 
portable valuable property.

identified to be the prisoners.

Spencer am i Reilly on the following Friday, a t two 
o’cloek in the m orning, and upon searching Hjicncer 
he found In his pocket a very large loaded pistol, a 
pair of nippers and a gimlet.

Jam es Spencer took the stand and swore th at he 
lived in Fourth stree t; was home the night of the 
bnrglary; got the pistol from a man in'I'w entieth 
street, and found the nippers two days before he 
was ariested. 
Reilly also denied knowing anything about the 
burglary, and said th at on Tacsiiay evening, June 
2.5, he was playing cards In a liquor saloon in Tenth 
avenue, having previously attended n m eeting of 
the “Clown Town R angers,’’ of which he was a 
member. 
The prisoners set np as a «lefence nn alibi, which 
Reilly attem pted to establish by several inciiiliers 
of the “Clown Town” Association, who told the 
sam e story. 
It appo;ired from Mr. Fellows’ cross-exam ination

pany. 
Hpcneer, alias Sweeny, sought to prove his inno­ 
cence by calling hla m other and slater and a Miss 
M asters, all of whom swore th at he was at home ou 
the night of the 25th of Jnne. 
After the sum inlng up and an im partial reitera­ 
tion of the evidence hy his Houor, the jury ren ­ 
dered a verdict of guilty at burglary in the third 
degree.
